CROP ROTATION FOR 
THE DAIRY FARM 


As dairymen it is necessary for us 
f& pause and consider the farm itself 
@pé bow we can best produce the nec 
@meary feeds before we even come to 
the care and keeping of the dairy cow 
herself, writes H. O. Daniels. Fullow- 
fag is 4 brief history of crop and sol 
@enditivous upon our Connecticut farm: 
@wenty-four years ago this farm did 
ot produce bay enough to feed five 
@ewse, a yoke of oxen and one borse. 
@ay had to be purchased each spring. 
Wpon attending farmers’ meetings in- 
terest was awakened, and we began to 
Btody the analysis of feeds and fer 
Wizers. 

We opened up the dairy business and 
had to buy more cows, and then we 
ead more cows than we could feed. 


The illustration shows the udder 
of a dairy cow that comes near to 
the ideal. It belongs to Vaidessa 
Bcott il, a pure bred Holstein, the 
first cow tn the world to produce 
#@ pounds of butter in one week. 
Her record ts 108.6 pounds of milk, 
6% butter fat in one day; seven 


@ays, 64.1 milk, 41.87 butter fat; 
thirty days, 2,933.9 milk, 16.48 butter 


fat. Vaidessa Scott IL ts owned by 
Bernhard Meyer, Finderne stock 
farms, Finderne, N. J. She has a 
daughter, Valdessa Orinsby De Kol, 
who has a two-year-old record of 
2.73 pounds of butter in seven days. 


Bo we bought standing grass and later 
en beird about the silo and put one 
fp, growing the corn necessary to fill it 
We were the laughing stock of all the 
meighbors, but with silage we made 
More milk than before and bave since 
added more silos antil we have today 
675 tuns capacity aod plant thirty-five 
acres tu corn. 

We began by raising corn year afte 
year on the same land. It was near 
the barn, and we did not want to haul 
the fodder so far, but after a time we 
found we were not getting as good re 
sults. A man who visited us suggested 
that we sow clover on the corn land 
and raise our corn somewhere else, and 
we finally decided to do it We have 
tried clover for ensilage, and it is even 
better for feeding than when made 
tmto hay, especially the clover rowen 
er second crop. If the weather is wet 
and the clover hay cannot be cured 
put it in the silo, Clover*silage will 
tide you over July and August, whep 
the pastures dry up and the most criti 
eal period of milk production is at 
hand. 

Twenty loads of stable manure op 
clover sod make an excellent founda- 
tion for the corn crop, and such sod 
will raise twenty-five tons of corn to 
the acre. After harvesting the corn we 
do got touch the land in the fall if the 
ground is level; {f billy we sow win- 
ter rye. We do not plow the land In 
the spring, but cut it all up with a cut 
awny burrow and sow two bushels 
eats, six quarts red clover, two quarts 
alsike and three quarts timothy with 
a drill. Lime is also used before sow- 
ing the seed and sown with a drill. 
This gives us tn the second year a crop 
ef out bay which ts fully as good for 
milk production as mixed hay and a 
second crop of clover. 

Yhe third year we bave a solid crop 
ef clover. Clover is too solid a crop to 
go into the silo alone, It has not sugar 
enough in it to preserve it well, and we 
lke to bave some timothy tn it, as that 
supplies the necessary sugar and sup- 
plements what the clover lacks. This 
clover sod ts used for our corn crop, 
and in this way we plow up the entire 
tillable urea every three years, 


Remove the Horns. 

Horns on a dairy cow are a common 
source of serious injury, especially to 
udders belonging to other cows tn the 
herd, Unless the cow is to be used 
for show ring purposes by ali means 
remove her borns, ‘Ibis 1s most suc 
cessfully done when sbe ts @ calf an- 
der three days of age. Simply clip 
away the hair surrounding the small 
buttons that are the future horns and 
rub on caustic potash antil the skip 
bleeds slightly, If the work ts prop 
erly done a dent can be felt in the 
skull after a few days, and no’ horns 
will ever develop. Deborning of 
grown avimals should be done tp fill 
or winter, when there are no files to 
bother the wound.—larm Press.

The log cabins of rural Norway are 
built of heavy pine logs hewed square 
and of equal size from end to end.

Success With Horses Demands a Wise 
Selection of Breeding Stock,

tion of breeding stuck is of the most 
importance. Drafters of heavy weight, 
good action and proper confurmation

| cannot be produced from undersized, 


inferior or unsound breeding stuck, 
writes M. Watson In the National 
Stockman. First of all, a good brood 
mare should be sound and free from all 
defects. A sound mare of fairly good, 
wide, drafty type, even though she 
may not be so very large, if mated 
with the right kind of stallion will 
produce drafters of a high order. Such 
a mare, however, should not be bred 
to a stallion of extreme weight. Bet- 
ter results will follow if she is bred to 
the rugged, heavy boned stallion of me- 
dium draft size and the fillies from 
this crossbred to the beavy stallion. 
In breeding draft horses the stallion 
is of even greater importance than the 
mare on account of there being 
many mares that are undersized. It is 
important that the stallions should be 
of good size and heavy bone, aud sonnd- 
ness in a stallion should be the first 
consideration.

During some experitoents in the pro- 
fuction of excessively low tempera- 
tures Victet. the French tnvestigator, 
burned himse!f with cold several times, 
and the effects were 80 remarkable that 
be deemed them worthy of description 
to a body of scientifie men. 

it appears that there ure two kinds 
or degrees of cold burn. In the case 
of the less severe “burns” the skin at 
first turns red, but becomes blue the 
bext day. The inflamed spot swells, 
aud @ period varying from 1 wouth to 
six weeks elapses before the wound 
heals, 

When the contact with the cold sub- 
stance Is longer and more complete a 
burn of the second degree is produced. 
A malignant and stubborn wound is 
formed, and the process of healing is 
very slow. 

A drop of liquid air falling on Pile- 
tet’s band produced a cold burn which 
flid not completely heal in six montbs, 
while a scorch from heat accidentally 
inflicted on the same hand and nearly 
at the same time was healed in ten or 
twelve days.—Harper’s Weekly.

Building Rules In Switzerland. 

A peculiar building regulation Is tn 
force in most parts of Switzerland. It 
is required that before the erection of 
a new building frames or screeds must 
be erected to mark out the shape of the 
building tp profile as well as in plan. 
In practice this amounts to erecting at 
each angle of the building a pole or 
mast with a projecting triangular 
frame attached to it at the cornice level 
to indicate the height and projection of 
the cornice, The building law of the 
canton Zurich requires that the frame- 
work sball be erected when the plans 
are submitted for approval by the pub-, 
lic authorities. The purpose by the 
rule apparently is to bring out ip ad-) 
vance of construction the architectural 
relations of the bullding to adjoining | 
structures aud to the district la which | 
it lies, both for aiding the municipal | 
authorities ip passing upon the plana! 
from the architectural viewpoint and} 
giving the neighboring owners an op- 
portunity to judge of the effect of the 
proposed new building upon their in- 
terests.—Minneapolis Journal,

The original cost is small, a dollar or 
so buying a very good specimen, and 
if planted tp a wide, low flowerpot 
and set in a pretty basket one has a 
charming plant, svitable for any one or 
all of one’s informal home meals. 

Care of Parcel Post Plants. 

When plants are sent from the florist 
by mail or express it is not advisable 
to pot them as soon as they are un- 
packed, Sometimes when they have 
been several days on the way the soll 
about their roots will have dried out 
so much that as soon as the moss or 
paper in which they are wrapped Is 
taken off It will crumble away, leaving 
the roots bare. To prevent this untie 
the wrappings of the plant carefully, 
but do not remove them. Spread the 
plants out upon the floor and shower 
them well. Then cover their roots with 
a thick cloth and pour on enough wa- 
ter to thoroughly saturate the earth 
about them. Leave the plants for four 
or five hours before potting them. If 
this plan is followed it is possible to 
get them into their new pots without 
serious disturbance of their roots. Aft- 
er potting put them in a shady place 
end water well. Shower them twice a 
duy for a week and give them plenty 
of fresh air, but do not expose thems to 
hot or drying winds.

part is clean, there is no likelihood of 
blood poisoning following.

WT Irstehere Is "Benerny eyiiiness, 
with perbaps light headache and gen- 
eral aches such as one feels wilh any 
oncoming fever. The wounded part 
swells, burns, becomes throbbingly 
painful and stops discharging for a 
time. Then within a few bhours red 
streaks may be seen extending up the 
extremity to the glands in bend of el- 
bow, knee, groin or armpit Such 
signs are always serious, though gen- 
erally disappearing upon the institu- 
tion of proper surgical treatment.

septic Is desired one of the safest and 
most satisfactory to use {is ordinary 
tincture of fodine—not the colorless 
fodine, which isn’t fodine at all, but 
the brown tincture. A few drops or a 
teaspoonful of this in u pint or less of 
water makes a valuable gargle, mouth 
wash ora wash for irrigating a wound.

A MODERN PORTIA 


Remarkable Length of Antl-Viviseo- 
‘lonist Speech by Wo.nan Attracts 
Attention 


The medical arrangements required 
by the Insurance Act have drawn at- 
tention to the inaccessibility of many 
Scottish villages.

The remarkable three-day antl-vivi- 
Sectionist speech of Miss Lind-af- 
Hageby, the modern Portia who has 
been conducting her own case in an 
action for alleged libel contained in 
two articles published in the Pall 
Mall Gazette, has aroused widespread 
interest. Mr. Justice Bucknill, who 
is trying the case, was warm in his 
praise of the forensic skill of this 
lady. A very clear statement and 
a very fine speech, he said, turning 
to the jury, when Miss Lind-af-Hage- 
by had concluded, and it was remark- 
able that after she had spoken 71,- 
250 words at the rate of 7,500 an hour, 
her voice appeared as full and clear 
at the end of her speech as it was 
when she commenced her address. 


Apart from her wonderful fluency 
and splendid knowledge of the English 
language (Miss Lind-af-Mageby is a 
Swede), she created a remarkable {m- 
pression during the many hours she 
held the Court's rapt attention. With 
woman's instinctive genius for dress- 
ing the part, she wore a scarlet gown- 
like garment, and toyed all the while 
she was speaking with a monocle at- 
tached to a short stick. Who shall 
¢ay that women are not fitted to prac- 
tise at the English Bar after this? 

Mrs. Pankhurst, who at the time 
Miss Lind-af-Hageby was making her 
speech, was defending herself against 
the charge of conspiring to blow up 
housés with bombs, also displayéd ex- 
ceptionab powers of cross-examination, 
although at times she seemed to be- 
tray a curious ignorance of ordinary 
affairs. For example, a carter at 
Walton, where one outrage took place 
spoke of hearing a motor drive past 
his cottage at 4.30 a.m. Mrs. Pank- 
hurat cross-examined him severely.
